The fact that it seemed 
to be tri'elinr so slowly mignt have been cue to the fact trat it mipht 
have been at a creiter óist^nce than judred. Ft anpeared to be tra-'elinr 
on à stright course at a constant n"ltitude. I tried especi^lly hard to 
locite anv aircra“t flishts, but none wis visible. 2 
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
